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RANKIN HITS JEWS 
IN USUAL ATTACK

WASHINGTON—Race issues and pseudo-race issues came up 
again during the last days preceding the Congressional recess, with- 
out accomplishing or proving anything except that the ruminations 
of some Congressmen on this subject closely resemble those of the 


Nazis. 


It might be supposed that the problem of meat supply would 


have little to do with race, either in the scientific or the Nazi sense, 
put Rep. John Rankin, Mississippi Democrat, discovered a connection: 

“Mr, Speaker,” Rankin wrote, “the gentleman from New York 
(Democratic Rep. Emanuel Celler) said a moment ago that they ought 
to seize the farmer’s meat and cattle in order to feed the people in 
New York. Now, if he will send that gang of communistic Jews and 
Negroes that came down here day before” yesterday and tried to 
storm the House restaurant, and went around arm in arm with each 
other in this Capitol, if he will just send them down into Texas, or 
out into the West, or anywhere else in the cattle-growing belt, to do 
the seizing of those cattle, they will not have so many people to feed 


in New York.” 


Whether Rankin ever delivered this suggestion for a lynching-bee 
on the floor of the House of Representatives is hard to determine, be- 
cause of the peculiar rules governing the printing of the Congression- 
al Record. What Rankin did say was taken down by the House 
stenographers, but the Mississippi Congressman is fond of the privi- 


lege of “revising and extending” his remarks. 


That gives him the 


opportunity to inspect a typewritten transcript, and to make changes 
and additiong for the printed Record. Some Congressmen use this 
chance to excise intemperate remarks made in the heat of debate, but 
intemperate remarks form the substance of most of Rankin’s 


speeches. 


In characteristic vein, Rankin went on to discuss the Detroit 


riots: 


“It is dawning on the American people who is creating and 
promoting this race trouble and race riots throughout the country. 

“I want to say to the gentleman from New York that when they 
dig into those race riots in Detroit and elsewhere, they will find that 


the same element promoted ‘them; 


and they- will find-the same -ele- 


ment stirring up race trouble here in Washington. 

“When these communistic Jews—of whom the decent Jews are 
ashamed—go around here and hug and kiss these Negroes, dance 
with them, intermarry with them, and try to force their way into 
white restaurants, white hotels and white picture shows, they are not 
deceiving any red-blooded American, and, above all, they are not 
deceiving the men in our armed forces—as to whom is at the bottom 


of all this race trouble. 


“The better element of the Jews, and especially the old line 
American Jews throughout the South and West, are not only ashamed 
of, but they are alarmed at, the activities of these communistic Jews 


who are stirring this trouble up.” 


To bring Rankin into perspective, it must be noted that he gets 
little attention from either the press or most of his colleagues. News- 
papermen, quick to spot a windbag, retire to comparatively elevating 


poker games when he takes the floor. 


Congressmen—all but a few— 


find matters of greater interest to them in the cloakrooms.

Unknown Rabbi 
Leads N. Y. Voting 


For Conference

NEW YORK — We hear that 
Rabbi Stephen S. Wise and Dr. 
Nahum Goldman have suggested 
that the American Jewish Con- 
ference be postponed until No- 
vember. 

The mystery of how a totally 
unkrown rabbi connected with 
an unimportant institution could 
secure the largest number of 
votes in Manhattan in the elec- 
tions to the American Jewish 
Conference continues to be the 
talk of Jewish groups in New 
York. Nobody ever heard of 
Rabbi Ber Bergman and yet he 
received 3,854 votes as compared 
with the 3,513 votes received by 
Rabbi Stephen S. Wise. He re- 
ceived 1,000 votes more than 
Rabbi Israel Goldstein and about 
1,300 votes more than Louis Lip- 
sky. Does it pay, after all, to be 
a leader in Jewry? 

Zionists ‘in Chicago think that 
“it was not wise” of Rabbi 
Stephen S. Wise to send a wire 
to his followers there to vote for 
American Jewish Congress can- 
didates at a time when he was 
appointed a delegate-at-large for 
the Zionists. My friend H. L. 
Meites, editor of the Chicago 
Jewish Chronicle, thinks — and 
says so—that while the results 


of the élections are more or less 


satisfactory, an impartial evalu- 
ation’ and analysis of the num- 
ber of votes certain candidates 
received leaves one somewhat 
“disappointed and disheartened.” 
Some of the candidates, he 
claims, were elected not because 
of their outstanding scholarship, 
knowledge, experience and qual- 
ifications for the momentous and 
historic gathering, but rather 
because of their affiliation with 
certain organizations and pride 
in group popularity. Others, he 
says, were truly representative, 
were defeated because they did 
not receive due consideration.

Celler Pleads For Visitor 
Stays For Refugees 
By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 

WASHINGTON—A strong plea 
for admission into the United 
States of a “reasonable number” 
of European refugees as visitors 
for the duration of the war was 
made in the House this week by 
Rep. Emanuel Celler of New 
York. 

Rep. Celler based his argument 
on an editorial published in the 
New York Post of June 21, which 
he read into the Congressional 
Record. The editorial, entitled 
“Can We Do Less?” pointed out 
that 40,000 Nazi and Fascist sol- 
diers have been brought to this 
country as prisoners of war and 
are being well cared for here.

Yy GOOD FRIENDS among the Zionists have 
been complaining about the piece against 
Zionism that Lessing Rosenwald wrote for 
“Life’ magazine recently. I always have to be 
chiding them for their state of mind in which 
an anti-Zionist has come to be regarded as a 
kind of traitor to what is called the Jewish 
nation. 

Mr. Rosenwald, they said, had publicly 
stabbed “the Jewish nation” in the back. Their 
quaint fantasy already has established a Jewish 
nation in being and has peopled it with patriotic 
citizens and quislings. 

My friend whom I shall call by the now 
familiar name of Zilch was feeling particularly 
distraught. He asked what would be thought of 
a citizen of the United States who spoke that 
way against the best interests of this country? 
Then what’s to be said about Mr. Rosenwald 
who from the roof tops, you might say, declaims 
against even the idea of a Jewish nation. 

Mr. Zilch was so full of distress that he 
scarcely had words enough to say about Mr. 
Rosenwald. He said it didn’t matter if obscure 
people like me were derelict to the Jewish 
nation. But Mr. Rosenwald! 

When I said, “But, Mr. Zilch, what is the 
Jewish nation?” he turned away in complete 
disgust and left me standing at the street cor- 

‘ner. I called after him. I meant to tell him 
that I know nothing of a Jewish nation in be- 
ing, that as a Jew I have no feeling of being of 
a Jewish nation... “Mr. Zilch!” .. But he would 
have nothing more to do with me. 

Whenever I stick my neck out in this way I 
always get it slapped but I must say I think Mr. 
Rosenwald was quite right. He said: “Those 
of the Jewish faith who oppose the creation of 


a National Jewish State hold that it embraces 


the very racist theories and nationalistic philos- 
ophies that have become so prevalent in recent 
years, that have caused untold suffering to the 
world, and particularly to the Jews. Those who 
hold this view contend that race and nationality 
long ago became obsolete as realities in Jewish 
history; that they remain now only as a reaction 
to discrimination and persecution.” 

I believe that most Jews in the United States 
go along with Mr. Rosenwald in having no 
national feeling other than that of being Amer- 
ican. If you asked the Jewish man on the street 
he would tell you: “Me and my nationality? 
My nationality is American and I’m nothing 
else. It always gives me a gripe to be asked by 
some non-Jew, what is your nationality? Of 
course, what he means to ask me is whether I 
am a Jew. They seem to think that being a 
Jew is a different nationality from other Amer- 
icans. But I always reply I am an American 
and nothing else.” 

The Jewish man on the street would say 
that he is a Jew because his religion is Jewish. 
“Mind you, I don’t go to the synagogue as often 
as I should. I go on the anniversaries of my 
parents’ death and I’m there on Yom Kippur 
and Rosh Hashonah. In that way I am Jewish 
and I don’t see why they want to make anything 
else out of me.” 

His mind isn’t at all troubled by politics of 


Palestine and he resents being dragged into it. 
“T am a citizen of the United States and I have 
enough to do keeping up with the politics of 
this country, and why should they mix me up 
with the politics of a foreign country. That 
doesn’t do me as a Jew in America any good.” 

He gets worried about his American status 
when he hears talk of a Jewish state in Pales- 
tine. One of the things he has felt comfortably 
sure of is the security of his American citizen- 
ship, and won’t a Jewish state in Palestine put 
another national tag on him and make him look 
like two kinds of American? He says of course 
he knows he would still be the good American 
he is, but a lot of people who are always looking 
for chances like that, would say you’ve got a 
government over in Palestine and why don’t 
you go there. . . “We have trouble enough ex- 
plaining ourselves and why should they put any 
more on us?” ... He asks to be allowed to be 
only himself—an American of Jewish religion. 

This man on the street is no straw man I 
have invented for the purpose of my argument. 
I know him as my friend in the simple social 
relationships and I have reason to believe he is 
in the majority. He is not prominent and he is 
never heard in the public forums of Israel. He 
is never found in the gathering places of the 
professionals who because they do all the talk- 
ing imagine they are the voice of Israel. He 
can’t make speeches and his tongue becomes 
twisted when he attempts to make one but that 
fact doesn’t vitiate his opinion. 

He will tell you that he is not against mak- 
ing a good country for homeless Jews out of 
Palestine. He says they’ve done a swell job 
there so far and he should like to see it go on 
and get better. He has given money for that. 

About building up Palestine he feels exactly 
as Mr. Rosenwald does. Mr. Rosenwald said: 
“It is to be hoped that Palestine can look for- 
ward to the ultimate establishment of a demo- 
cratic, autonomous government wherein Jews, 
Moslems and Christians shall be justly repre- 
sented; every man enjoying equal rights and 
sharing equal responsibilities; a democratic 
government in which Jews will be free Pales- 
tinians whose religion is Judaism. 

“It is further hoped that such a program, em- 
bodying the spirit of the Atlantic Charter and 
the Four Freedoms, would be one to which Mos- 
lem and Christian would subscribe. together 
with the Jew, and that Palestine might be an- 
other demonstration to the world that men of 
all faiths can live together in mutual respect for 
one another, and that such high regard of man 
for man is the cornerstone of lasting peace.” 

The Jewish man on the street thinks the 
same way. He is Sam and Dave and Milton and 
Morris. He is the common man of Israel who is 
never heard and who, if he is thought of at all, 
is set aside as one who doesn’t know what is 
best for him. The politicians of Israel go ahead 
to plan a world for him. 

He deserves to be heeded even though he 
can’t make speeches. After all, he is the one 
who will have to live in the kind of world the 
nationalistic politicians make—if they succeed 
in making it. e

New Book Traces 
Bias In U.S. 


By BORIS SMOLAR 
(JTA News Editor) 

NEW YORK — I advise Jews 
and non-Jews alike to secure a 
copy of the excellent “History of 
Bigotry in the United States” 
just published by Random House. 
It took Gustavus Myers, the au- 
thor, about 17 years to complete 
his research work for this book, 
but the volume, which was pub- 
lished only a few months after 
his death, is the best monument 
the author could have desired. 
It is the first complete, factual 
and up to date history of all the 
attempts in the United States to 
spread hatred of Catholics and 
Jews. 

About ten chapters of this 
book are of direct interest to 
Jews. They deal with the lynch- 
ing of Leo Frank in the South. 
They review the campaign of 
bigotry conducted against Cath- 
olics and Jews by Thomas E. 
Watson, the ambitious congress- 
man from Georgia who was nam- 
1904 elections by the People’s 
Party which polled a vote of 
more than 1,000,000. They ana- 
lyze the Ku Klux Klan period of 
campaigning against Jews, Cath- 
olics, foreign-born and Negroes. 
They give the complete history 
of Henry Ford’s seven years of 
calumnies against Jews and the 
texts of his letters of apology. 

They then expose the anti- 
Jewish methods of the various 
anti-Semitic organizations which 
sprang up in the United States 





soon after Hitler’s coming to 
power in Germany. Father 
Coughlin is “honored” in the 


book with a special chapter de- 
voted to his anti-Semitic propa- 
ganda, and so are the Christian 
Fronters and the Christian Mobi- 
lizers. 

The role of Charles A. Lind- 
bergh in parroting anti-Jewish 
accusations is similarly well an- 
alyzed in a special chapter deal- 
ing with the evil of bigotry dur- 
ing the period of the existence of 
the America First Committee. 
It is a book that every student 
ed candidate for President in the 
of Jewish history in America 
must have.

It is to the credit of Cohen 
and his Post that they plan to 
observe the paper’s 10th anni- 
versary by offering an annual 
plaque award for the best edi- 
torial of the year in the Eng- 
lish-Jewish press. 

In a sense this marks the in- 
troduction of a Jewish “Pulit- 
zer award..Perhaps it will en- 
courage better Jewish journal- 
ism. Our press is not a good 
one. It is still a “shmoos” type 
of journalism, and a society 
item continues to be of major 
importance in the community. 

Jewish communities must be 
elevated culturally, not drag- 
ged down to the low ebb of 
society sheets. If our period- 
icals will not publish the news 
affecting our people every- 
where, then they will fail in 
their mission. 

The second item is an editorial 
appearing in last week’s edition 
of The Jewish Ledger of Hart- 
ford, Conn. And I reprint it 
too, for additional proof, if any- 
one is not convinced.

Jewish News Services Not Censors 


HE POST holds no brief for the sponsors of 

The Emergency Conference to Save the Jew- 
ish People of Europe, set for July 20-25, which 
very obviously from the very beginning was 
under the sponsorship of the Committee for a 
Jewish Army. Yet The Post finds it difficult 
to condone the action of the Jewish news ser- 
vices in trying to ignore the conference. 

It is not and never has been the province of 
these news agencies to pass on what the Jew- 
ish readers of the United States shall read and 
support. The news agencies are not a board 
of censors empowered to penalize groups they 
do not approve of. 

The Committee for a Jewish Army has com- 
mitted a good number of grievous errors, and 
deserves and has been chastised for them, but 
it has served to center attention on the plight 


of the Jews of Europe as much if not more than 
any other one single group, and certainly it has 
demonstrated to the old-line Jewish organiza- 


‘tion that new tactics were indicated. 


Be that as it may, the Emergency Conference 
seems to warrant the utmost commendation. 
So far it seems that many of the tactics em- 
ployed in previous promotions which irritated 
Jews have been avoided in the sponsorship of 
the new project, and without doubt the center- 
ing of attention on the plight of European Jewry 
and an honest attempt to find means for ameli- 
orating their plight should be above criticism. 

There are no grounds for the attitude of the 
Jewish press services, and they have over- 
stepped their authority in trying to keep from 
the Anglo-Jewish press legitimate reports of the 
progress of arrangements for the Conference. 


Wholesome And Normal 


ASSAGE OF THE 
amelioration of the plight of Europe’s Jews 
by the student religious council of the Univer- 
sity of Indiana, representing the students of that 
institution, heads a series of events which de- 


serve interpretation and expression. 

The resolution is not an isolated incident. 
Indiana has for several years now conducted an 
annual campus-wide fund raising project to 
supply a scholarship for several refugee stu- 
dents, and the atmosphere on the campus in 
relationship to Jewish activities and Jewish 
students has been entirely wholesome and 
normal. 

This compares with the pre-Hillel days when 
the advent of the Foundation of the campus 
brought out painted swastikas on the sidewalk, 
and other minor occurences of the same type. 
Even the Jewish students had fallen prey to an 
unhealthy fear and a ghetto-like hiding. Ques-

General Public Evidently Not Informed 
Jewish Groups Receiving Delegation From 
U.S.S.R., Trend of Events Says—A half page 
paid advertisement announcing the reception to 
be tendered to the “official delegation from the 
U.S.S.R.” at the Polo Grounds of New York on 
July 8th, was the first indication in the general 
English press of the presence in this country of 
such a delegation. Except for the statement 
that the delegation, or rather the organized wel- 
come to it, is sponsored by the Committee of 
Jewish Writers and Artists, there was no ref- 
erence to the “Jewishness” of the delegation. 

However, the list of Honorary Co-chairmen, 
including such names as Dr. Nahum Goldman, 
Rabbi H. S. Goldstein, Mrs. Herbert H. Lehman, 
Henry Monsky, Mrs. David de Sola Pool, Paul 
Muni, Dr. Joseph A. Rosen, Baron Edouard de 
Rothschild, Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver, and Dr. 
Stephen S. Wise, served as an indication. 

In view of the decision taken by the Emer- 
gency Committee for Zionist Affairs against 
official participation in functions to be arranged 
in connection with the arrival of the delegation, 
the advertised names of the Zionist leaders 


was being considered, the head of one of the 
fraternity houses declared that Hillel would 
bring Anti-Semitism to the campus, Compare 
that opinion to the present where eighty-five 
percent of the students (these figures are six 
months old and may have been revised up- 
wards) are dues-paying members of the Foun- 
dation. 

The interpretation of these facts is that 
Hillel has been responsible in large part for the 
change. Hillel operates openly and with can- 
dor. It is not wholly religious, but it is wholly 
Jewish. It believes that not only do the Jewish 
students have something more to learn about 
their religion, but it believes that Jewish life 
is the more healing because it is open, obvious 
and unafraid, in other words occupying the 
place it is willingly assigned under the demo- 
cratic system, despite the fact that so many 
would prefer hiding as if being true to one’s re- 
ligion and culture was ever proscribed by true 
Americanism.

4. Writers, artists and educa- 
tors, by virtue of their talent and 
special place in society, will pre- 
sent their views and will be con- 
stituted into a special committee. 

5. In view of the fact that 
the international labor move- 
ment has always been the van- 
guard of the fight for any dem- 
oratic, liberal and humanitarian 
cause, such labor unions will be 


made up into another special 
committee. 
6. The International Red 


Cross and the Quaker organiza- 
tions. will be invited to cooper- 
ate. 

7. The Conference will also 
clarify the possibilities of direct 
relief in food and clothing for 
the Jews in Europe. 

8. The main point which will 
interest the Conference will be 
the problem of whether there 
exists a possibility for a large 
scale exodus of the Jews from 
Europe, and every _ possible 


means will be explored for reach- 


ing an intelligent conclusion as 
to how such an exodus may be 
accomplished. 

9. Special attention will be 
paid to the possibilities which 
Palestine presents as a shelter 
for the European Jews. 

10. One of the cardinal mat- 
ters to be discussed at the Con- 
ference will be the problem of 
how to influence and persuade 
the governments of the United 
Nations to change their present 
attitude of ignoring the exist- 
ence of the problem of the Jew- 
ish disaster in Europe. 

11. The Conference will dis- 
cuss the subject of proposing to 
the governments the creation of 
a United Nations Agency com- 
posed of diplomats and military 
experts, and not politicians, with 
full authority to define and ef- 
fectuate a realistic and stern pol- 
icy of action to save the remain- 


rabbis, brigadier generals, major 
generals, rear admirals, former 
President Herbert Hoover, noted 
commentators, authors, publish- 
ers, U. S. Senators and Congress- 
men, and even our own gover- 
nor, Henry F. Schricker, are all 
sponsors of this conference, a 
conference that has behind it 
the backing of more than three 
million intelligent men and wom- 
en who signed the original proc- 
lamation on the moral rights of 
stateless and Palestinian Jews, 
which also was the brainwork of 
the Committee for a Jewish 
Army. 

I sincerely hope that The Jew- 
ish Post will give me the privi- 
lege of presenting the results of 
the conference upon my return 
from New York. It will be in- 
teresting, and it will silence 
those short-sighted, bigoted, ego- 
tistical individuals ia many parts 
of Indiana who are so petty and 
small as to have presented a 
dictatorial attitude in an effort 
to silence the representatives of 
the Committee for a Jewish 
Army and prevent them from 
being heard by the general pub- 
lic. 

In fact, it will make an inter- 
esting story later if I decide to 
tell the tale of how certain “big 
shot” leaders in Gary attempted 
to silence the Committee for a 
Jewish Army, and refused to 
permit the people of Gary to 
hear them, while members of 
the Beth-El Temple, the so-call- 
ed little Jews, were only too 
happy to listen, and hearing, ac- 
claim the work of the Commit- 
tee. 

Congratulations to Rabbi 
Maurice Goldblatt for an intelli- 
gent statement regarding the 
American Jewish Conference, 
and hearty congratulations to 
The Jewish Post for a splendid 
editorial.

GOLDBLATT ARTICLE 
SHOCKS READER: 
ATTACKS LOGIC 

To the editor, 

I was unspeakably shocked by 
the article published in your 
paper last Friday over the signa- 
ture of Rabbi Goldblatt, the Asso- 
ciate Rabbi of the local Reform 
temple. — 

Being an Austrian Jew who 
saw with my own eyes the heart- 
rending tragedy of his people; 
who observed “at first hand how 
many Jews paid with their Juda- 
ism as the price for the dubious 
boon of acceptance, I could only 
react with revulsion born of dark 
despair when I ‘read the tirade 
published by Rabbi Goldblatt 
against Zionism which represents 
the only hope of our people, and 
against the contemplated Amer- 
ican Jewish Conference of dis-

our suffering people. 

The article has a familiar ring. 
So sang the high and mighty of 
the pre-Nuernberg days through 
their official mouthpieces. 

In the first place, Rabbi Gold- 
blatt is tampering with the truth 
when he classifies as upstarts, a 
a brilliant galaxy of staunch de- 
fenders of Jews and Judaism who, 
by and large, hold life-long posi- 
tions of leadership in Jewry by 
virtue of their sterling record of 
service and unflinching zeal for 
the vital causes and traditions in 
Jewish life. 

Secondly, in view of the fact 
that every Jewish national organ- 
ization without exception, repre- 
sented in the contemplated assem- 
bly, voted in favor of holding, the 
conference on August 29th and to 
participate wholeheartedly, it ill 
becomes the Rabbi, after all the 
elections are over and the results 
announced, to engage in post mor- 
tems, in what seems to me the 
vain hope of reviving a corpse. 

It makes one think of the old 


fox in the fable of the sour ° 


grapes. 

It is especially provoking to 
read the reference to the Zionists 
as a pressure group merely be- 
cause by orderly democratic pro- 
cedure they succeeded in con- 
vincing American Israel of the 
vitality of their movement. 

Whence does Rabbi Goldblatt 
derive the authority to pit himself 
against the collective judgment 
of American Israel? 

I knew Rabbis in Germany— 
anti-Zionists as well as Zionists 
by expediency—who, after the 
debacle which befell us there, 
wept bitterly over the sins they 
committed against Zionism, beg- 
ging at the same time for the 
privilege of going to Palestine— 
that very Palestine prepared for 
them by “the zealots and fanat- 
ics” in Jewish life whom they de- 
cried before. 

A kind of providence gives 
American Israel an opportunity 
to benefit from such gruesome 
experiences. Rabbi Goldblatt’s 
article indicates that there always 
will be those among us who fever 
learn, that fate is globally 
minded.

“The Anomalous Position of the 
Reform Rabbi.” I think you leave 
a wrong impression in the minds 
of your readers when you state 
that the passage of the Smith- 
Connally Labor Bill was criti- 
cised by the Reform Rabbis of 
the United States. The resolution 
was carefully drawn, and merely 
found fault with the manner and 
method of the enactment of the 
bill, which because of the “in- 
temperance and impatience” may 
jeopardize the democratic order- 
ly procedures which alone must 
be depended upon to adjust our 
difficult economic relationships 
in the days to come. 

I think the forward looking 
Jewish laymen stand squarely 
behind the Rabbis in their stand 
for Social Justice. Mr. Robert 
Goldman of Cincinnati said a 
Short time ago, “You Rabbis go 
ahead with your fight for social 


progress; we laymen, though 
limpingly, will surely follow 
you.”
